The demand, voiced generally by the people of Canada, for decreased 
expenditure in the administration of public affairs as a necessary and nrost 
effective means of bringing about «reduction in the burden of.taxation now 
imposed on the colintry, has resulted in many suggestions being advanced 
which are hopelessly impracticable, because, in tht final analysis, it would be 
found that the losses sustained through inefficiency would more than offset any 
savings effected through such false economy. 

Other suggestions have been made which are deserving of close and care- 
ful study as they are seemingly designed to effect real economies without*in 
the slightest degree prejudicially affecting any public policy or service. One 
such suggestion, which has found favor in many quarters, is that the Anember- 
ship of the Dominion Parliament and of the several Provincial Legislatures 
be reduced. The fagt that Canada is notoriously over-governed # strongly 
urged as a reason for such reductions. 

Some people have also advocated the union of the three Marlilme Prov- 
inces into one Province with one Legislative Assembly, and the same sug- 
gestion has been advanged regarding the three Prairie Provinces. There is 
also a strong body of public cpinion in favor of the abolilion of the Senate. 

While it would take a long time to bring about the union of these groups 
of Provineos, or to secure the abolition of the Senate, if, indeed, these things. 
are desirable or feasible, there can be little doubt but that no dire results 
would follow a reduction in the membership of Provincial Legislatures. On 
the other hand, substantial reductions in expenditure could be effected thereby. 

According to the last figures available, Ontario has a Legislative Assem: 
bly of 111 members; Quebec maintains a Legislative Council of 24 members 
appointed for life and a Legisiative Assembly of 85 members, a total of 109; 
Nova Scotia also has two chambcrs, a Legislative Council of 21 and an As- 
sembly of 43; New Brunswick’s Assembly consists of 48; Prince Edward Is- 
land has 30; Manitoba, 55; British Columbia, 47; Alberta, 58; and Saskat- 
chewun, 63. This makes a grand total of 570 members to direct the machin- 
ery of legislation in the nine Provinces. A reduction ef anywhere from fifty 
to one hundred could be made with benefit to all cagcerned, except the mem- 
bers whose seats would be wiped out. 

In this connection it is encouraging to recall that at the recent session 
of the Saskatchewan Legislature a resolution was presented by a_ private 
member, but a Government supporter, in favor ot a reduction in the member- 
ship of the Assembly from 63 to 50, such reduction to be made in the next

But the number ot Commoners is bound to steadily increase 
under the provision of the B.N.A. Act which stipulates that Quebee shall al- 
ways have 65 members and thet al! other Provinces shall bevepresented ac- 
cording to their population at the same ratio that 65 bears to the population 
of Quebec. :

In all the provinces the returns will 
be collected through the rural séhools, 
except in Prince Edward Island and 
British Columbia, where they will be 
sent through the mails 

The preseit system has now been 
annually in force throughout Canada 
since 1918, and at an Interprovincial 
Conference on Agricultural statistics, 
held in Ottawa on January 29-31, 1924, 
the existing plans were endorsed for 
continuance during the -present. year 
and until such time as it may prove 
possible to evolve better. 

At the ‘conference referred to, cer- 
tain improvements were effected in 
the cardboard schedule issued for far- 
mers to fill up, and on this card the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments 
make an earnest appeal to all farmers 
to give the information required, urg- 
ing the following seven specific rea- 
sons why they should do so: (1) The 
statistics are collected and published 
primarily in the farmer’s own interest; 
(2) They are his protection against 
inisleading reports ‘by speculators in- 
terested in contrelling or manipulating 
prices; (3) They provide information 
which determines prices, and so en- 
sure fair play all round; (4) They en- 
able transportation companies to judge 
of the volue of the crop‘and to 
‘make adequate and timely arrange- 
ments for itsemovement; (3) Bankers 
Yequire accurate information for the 
extension of credit facilities; (6) Man- 
‘ptacturers, wholesale end retail méx- 


‘chants and others require knqwledge |

ment of prdfitable local enterprises 
which react favorably upon the farm- 
ing industry; .¢7) No oné can pre- 
vent, the issue of crop estimates; but 
farmers can help fo ensure the accur- 
acy ofthe governmént estimates by 
returning the sehedule required.

Wheat seeding has been completed 
in the three prairie provinces. _Re- 
ports on erep conditions for the whole 
of Canada indicate that while the sea- 
son is somewhat backward in- Ontario 
and the eastern provinces, rather 
more favorable conditions obtain in 
most parts of the west. Wheat is re- 
ported to be well above ground in 
many districts. Moisture is ample 
and the seed bed generally is in good 
condition. Wheat acreage in Alberta 
is about the same at last year, and in 
Saskatchewan slightly less» In Man- 
itoba it is 25 per cent. less, but there 
is an increase of coarse grains. © In 
British Columbia crops are looking 
well.

The musk ox which makes {its home — 
in the northern part of Canada is a’ 
connecting link between wild cattle 
and sheep,.

problem. We must elther establish 
hospitals for treatment and cure, or 
increase our machinery for dealing 
with crime and -criminals.—-Winnipeg 
Tribune.

Animal Life Found Under Sahara Has 
Scientific Interest 
Australia’s success in finding huge 
and apparently limitless supplies of 
wwater beneath the arid surface in the 
interlor of the island. continent no 
doubt prompted the search for similar 
reservoirs beneath*the sands of the 
African Sahara. French engineers 
have been astonished at the frequent 
discoveries of water at a depth of from 
200 to 300 feet, and no less at the fact 
that: live fish, crabs and crayfish have 
been brought up by the artesian wells. 
These proved to be of species similar 
to those found in the Palestine lakes, 
and have provided their own interest- 
ing scientific problems.

Says Earthworms Have Memory and 
Can Be Trained 

Farthworms have memory and may 
be trained, it has been shown by Pro 
fessor Heck, of the University of 
Prague, as the result of experiments 
with a collection of about five hundred 
worms The worms were introdjiced 
into a passage shaped like a capital T 


and carved from a block of wood which 


was covered with a glass plate so that 
the movements of the little creatures 
fhight be observed When they came 
to the junction about half of them 


turned. one 
Then the 
that those worms that 


and half the other 
apparatus was so arranged 
took the left 
hand passage received a mild but pre 
sumably disagreeable electric shock. 
At first the worms did not know just 
what to make of all this, but after they 
had been through the experience about 
two hundred times, they nearly all 
took the right-hand turn. When the 
electrodes were then moved to the 
right-hand passage the worms learned 
to shift to the other passage after only 
sixty-five trials, evidently showing 
something more than the mere opera- 
tion of chance. In the human sense, 
earthworms have no brains; their ner- 
vous systems consist of a series of lit 
tle ganglions or nerve centres, on the 
under-side of the worms and connect- 
ed with each other by nerve fibres, If 
the worms were cut in two, the frag- 
ments still showed the ability to#dis- 
tinguish between the safe and the un- 
pleasant road to travel, indicating that 
the earthworm remembers. in every
